Young Jordon who is 23 years 
old, came to Ypsilanti Saturday | 
night’ with Mr. and Mrs, Wilbur 
Chapman, at whose home in De- 
-troit he rooms, The party camp- 
ed over night about half a mile 
west. of the mill, Sunday after- 
rf noon, after eating a hearty dinner, 
“he jumped in the river and ap- 
parently was taken with cramps, 
as he went down immediately. 
Deputy sheriff Dick Elliott was 
summoned and together with depu- 
ty Fred Babcock succeeded in 
raising the body with grappeling |P 
irons.

Persian Work At dei 


Will Spend Year Studing In 
United States Before Re- 
turning To Mission 


Miss Gertrude Peet, who only, 
Thursday returned from a six-year 
sojourn in Persia where she has 
been teaching in Iran Bethel Mis- 
sion school for girls in ‘Teheran, 
Persia, was guest of honor at a re- 
eption given Saturday afternoon by 
the Presbyterian Missionary Socie- 
ty in the church parlors, Ladies of 
the various churches of the city 
were invited and a number of 
guests accepted the invitation, 

Miss Peet has been given a va- 
cation for one year. She gave a ae- 
lightful talk on her work in Teh- 
eran. 

There are 350 in the girls’ sch- 
ools, she said, some being Jews, 
some Americans and some Persians 
and the majority of them are bright | 
and intelligent children. Miss Peet 
was supe tendent of the school 
three yea and is now teaching in 


the high school, which is the only | 
one in Teheren. The majority of 
‘the other schools have only four 
or five grades. There are 4 Amer- 


ican teachers and 17 natives.

HARDING TO GIVE 
PROHIBITION TALK 
“TN DENVER TODAY 


WILL LEAVE NO DOUBT AS TO 
HIS STAND ON VOLSTEAD | 
ACT HE DECLARES | 


With President Harding, Denver, 
Colo., June 25—President Harding 
stepped into another of the “deli: 
cate situations” here today that 
have marked his entire speech 
making tour to date. 

He found’ that Denver, selected 
for his speech on prohibition en- 
forcement and law enforcement 
generally, was still watching de- 
velopments in a prohibition en- 
forcement “scandal” that caused 
federal grand jury investigation, 
and indictment of some former 
prohibition enforcement officials. 
He found a city with the lid on, 
under the regime of a new munici- 
pal administration, 

Altogether, he could not have se- 
lected a more timely or interest- 
ing topic for his speech here than 
prohibition enforcement, the presi- 
dent found, even though he ran the 
risk of stepping on some toes. > 

Mr Harding regards today’s 
speech as probably the most im- 
portant utterance on domestic mat- 
ters he will make. He is determin- 
ed to leave no doubt in the minds 
of the country as to his stand on 
enforcement of the Volstead Act,
